This document was discussed in the background of the instant application and 
the required statement of relevance was inadvertently omitted from the concise 
statement of relevance of non-English language references filed with Amendment A, on 
1 1 August 2003. 

The document EP 0 909 747 A1 discloses a method for the production of a self- 
cleaning property in surfaces, in particular the surfaces of roofing tiles by spraying or 
sprinkling with water. The surface has hydrophobic elevations having a height of 5 to 
200 micrometers (pm). In order to produce the elevations, a surface is wetted with a 
dispersion of inert pulverulent material in a siloxane solution and the siloxane is 
subsequently cured. The pulverulent particles are preferably a ceramic material. There 
is no disclosure of nanoscale particles.
